* List or Booxsetters.—We gave in our last issue a list of Booksellers 
in the Western States, which with those already published completes the list 
for the United States. In order to make it as accurate as possible, in view of 
a future corrected publication, we hope that our friends will promptly advise 
us of any errors or omissions of whatever character which they may discover. 
On a comparison of the different States it will be perceived that the propor- 
tion of Booksellers in accordance with population is not always preserved. 
This may be accounted for by the fact that in some of the States bookselling 
is a part of the business of nearly every country store, while in others the 
business is concentrated in centres and in a great degree confined to the 
bookseller exclusively. It has been entirely impossible to exercise any such 
discrimination in the list we have prepared, and in regard to the small dealers 
who unite the sale of books with other business, neither ours nor any list can 
be depended upon for entire thoroughness. But in regard to the regular 
dealers, those whose business is of any considerable importance, we feel con- 
fident that our list is very full and as perfect as may be reasonably expected. 
It has involved a great deal of labor and expense, and is submitted to the 
Trade of the United States as a further earnest of our desire and intention to 
make the American Pusiisuers’ Circccar, worthy of their continued confi- 
dence and support.

Mr, James Yeowell, the editor of Herbert, who 
assisted Lord Braybrooke in the publication of Pepys, will contribute we 
understand, same Pepysian notes. Will the editors tell us who was Thomas 
Rugge? Mr. Yeowell, who is assistant editor of Notes and Queries, should 
now clear up this question in literary history.

Mr. Fairholt is preparing to publish with notes the curious collection of 
ballads left by Pepys the diarist, and still preserved at Cambridge. The un- 
fortunate regulation imposed by Pepys, that his papers should never be ex- 
amined save in the presence of a Fellow of his College, has, we suppese, 
hitherto alone prevented this being done. This reminds us that the Pepysian 
manuscripts, of which so interesting a portion was given by the late Lord 
Braybrooke, have never been thoroughly looked into ; and no wonder, while 
most of them are in short-hand, and the patience of Fellows not inexhausti- 
ble: but it is unfortunate that uo Fellow has solved the difficulty by himself 
taking the task in hand, 

We have before us a copy of Mr. and Mrs. Cowden Clarke’s Many Happy 
Returns of the Day, published by Lockwood and Co., a Birthday Book for 
Children of a novel kind, It embraces all varieties of juvenile subjects, from 
outdoor sports to the management of silkworms, and from studies of geology 
and botany in the field to games of chess, riddles, and feats of legerdemain, 

Messrs. fall and Virtue announce a new work by the Rev. George Gilfil- 
lan, entitled Alpha and Omega, or a Series of Seripture Studies. 

The late Mr. Austin’s well known work on Jurisprudence is about to be 
published with a Preface and Memoir os the Author by Lord Brougham. 

Mr. Thomas Adolphus Trollope has in preparation a new work entitled 
The Merchant Princes of Florence. Mr. Trollope has resided in Florence for 
some years, and is the writer, we believe, of the Letters on Italian Litera- 
ture, signed T. A. T., which frequently appear in the Atheneum. 

Messrs. A. and C, Black make the important announcement that they are 
about to publish, in a separate form, the Biegraphical Essays contributed by 
Lord Macaulay to the current editiun of the Encyclopedia Britannica. The 
work will be prefaced by an account of the circumstances which produced 
them. 

Messrs. Longman will publish on the 24th inst. a new work by the Rev. 
W. H. Hoare, author of Outlines of Ecclesiastical History, entitled The Ve- 
racity of the Book of Genesis, with the Life and Character of the Inspired 
Historian. 

The Count de la Rovere, Sardinian Minister of Public Instruction, is about 
to publish, through Mr. W. Jeffs, a work entitled The Right of Nations, or 
the New Law of European Pelicy applied to the Affairs of Italy.

From the London Publishers’ Circular, March 15. 

Messrs. A. & C. Black, in answer to a suggestion from a correspondent of 
the Atheneum, have announced that they have, in the case of Macaulay’s 
Biographies, adopted the plan of affixing to the work a note of the cost of 
transmission by post—the binder’s label bearing the words ‘‘ postage four- 
pence.” A mere statement of the exact weight would perhaps be better, as 
books are not always, as this label assumes, sent from one part of the United 
Kingdom to another. The Atheneum asks, “‘ Would it not be well for pub- 
lishers to advertise the weight of books, as printsellers advertise the length 
and depths of an engraving f ” 


One of the most important books which have appeared in Germany for 
some time, is the Correspondence of Alexander Von Humboldt and his friend 
V arnhagen Von Ense, from 1827 to 1858. The letters, from the freedom with 
which they sketch court life, and comment upon the manceuvres of what we 
may call the old Tery party in Prussia, have created a panic among the 
well-bred and discreet of the writer’s countrymen. The police have seized 
the impression, and the editress, Miss Ossing, a niece of Von Ense, is threat- 
ened with legal proceedings. 

_ _Two important works in Italian are about to be published in Milan. One 
is Count Cavour's Political and Economical Writings; the other, Consider- 
ations upon Central Italy, by Cardinal Buoncompagni. 

Mr. Hodgson announces for the new novel in his cheap series one by 
Dumas, the popular French writer, and author of Monte Christo, under the 
title of Ingenue, or the Death of Marat. 

The new prize tale publistied by the Scottish Temperance League, under 
the title of Danesbury House, has attained a sale of 12,000 copies in little 
better than a fortnight. 

_ Messrs. Hall, Virtue & Co. have in preparation the Celt, Roman and 
Saxon, a Ilistory of the Early Inbabitants of Britain, by Thomas Wright. 

Messrs. A. & C. Black have in preparation a Schoolboy’s Manual of 

Geology, by J. B. Jukes. 





The annual general meet'ng of the members of the “ Booksellers’ Providen 
Institution” was held at the Albion Tavern, on Thursday last—Edmund Hodg- 
son, Esq., in the chair. The report of the committee was of a highly encour- 
aging character; the lively interest taken in the Institution, so far fragp 
abating, more than ever forms the topic of conversation amongst the members 
of the trade, and the number of new members during the past year has far 
exceeded that of many previous years. Since the last report, 15 members 
have been removed by death, including the early patron and first President, 
Cosmo Orme, Esq., who during his life-time had been a most munificent con- 
tributor to the funds of the Institution, and at his death bequeathed £300, 
3 per cent. Consols, to the Institution, and £700 to the permanent fund of 
the Retreat. The cases of sickness and distress that have been brought be- 
fore the relief committee have been liberally attended to; they are generally 
of such a character as to excite gratitude forthe meaas at disposal: the 
amount thus distributed gradually increases from year to year, nevertheless 
the funded property also gradually increases. The amount distributed during 
the past year was £967 8s.; the amount at present in the hands of the Com- 
missioners for the Reduction of the National Debt, £22,864 16s. 9d. Summa 
of persons receiving assistance during 1859:—Permanent Relief—2 Retail 
Booksellers, £71; 2 widows of retail booksellers, £34 6s. 8d.; 1 widow of 
wholesale bookseller, £35; 6 assistants, £196 13s. 4d. ; 8 widows of assistants, 
£72: £409. Temporary Relief.—2 retail booksellers, £33 10s.; 5 widows of 
retail booksellers, £54 7s ; 14 assistants, £185 9s.; 13 widows of assistants, 
£251 U7s.; 1 orphan child, £13 5s.; 4 children deserted by their father, £15: 
£558 8s. Together, £967 8s. 

Professor Ruge has commenced a German translation of Mr. Buckle’s His- 
tory of Civilization in England. The first volume has just been published in 
Leipsie.

After 
the fashion of the place, his lodgings are arranged for bim beforehand, by 
the school committee. But where, or in what cireumstances the scene may 
close —having told at the end of the book, we do not incline to tell at the 
beginning.”

write short ones—but we have taken time to make this a small book. By 
very natural expansion it might have measured more in size, but our aim has 
been to condense directions as much as possible, so that the means may be 
ony applied, and so that advice may be quickly read and easily remem- 

red.”
